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THE ASSASSINATION OF PRESIDENT LINCOLN. 


"Тнв following psrticulars are taken from the Boston and Portland 
journals of the 15'h:—“ President Lincoln and wife with other 
ri-nde visited Ford's Theatre го tha 14th, for tbe purp^se of wit- 
neesing the performanos of ‘The American Cousin. It was sn- 
nouoced in the pspers that General Grant would also be present, 
but that gentleman took the lato train of cars for New Jersey. The 
theatre was densely cro wed, and everybody seemed delighted with 
tbe scene before them. During the third sot, and while there was 
a temporary pause for one of the actors to enter, a sharp report ota 
pistol was beard, which merely attracted attention, bat suggesting 
nothing serious. until a man rushed to the front of the President's 
box, waving a long dagger in his right heod, and exolsimiog ‘ Sic 
semper tyrannis,’ and immediately lesped from the box, which was 
in the second tier, to the stage beneath, and szoross to the As. + аме 
side, making his essape, amid the Lewilderment of the no6, 
from the rear of the thestre, and, mounting а horse, fled. The 
roreams of Mrs. Lincoln first disclosed the fact to the su- 
dienos that the President had been shot, when all present 
rose to their feet and rushed towards the stage, many 
exolaimiog ‘Heng him, hang him! The exol'ement was 
oí the wildest possible description, and of course there 
was an abrupt termination of the theatrical performance. There 
was a rosh towards the President's box, when ories wera heard— 
'Btwnd back aud give him air. Has any one stimulants?’ On a 
hasty examination, it was found thet the President had been shot 
througk the bead, above and below thé temporal boB6, and that 
some of the brain was oozing ont. was removed to # private 
hosse opposite to the theatre, and the surgeon general of the army, 
and other sargeons, sent for to attend to his cond:tion. On an ex- 
amination of the private box, blood was discovered on the back of 
the cushioned rocking-chair on which the President bad been 
sitting, aleo the pertition. end on the floor a ommon cingle-ber- 
relled pooket pistol was found on the carpet. A militery guard was 
placed in front of the private residence to which the President had 
been conveyed. Au immense crowd was in front of it, all deeply 
anxious to learn the condition of the President. It bad been pre- 
viously announord tha: the wound was mortal, but all hoped other- 
wire, The shock of the community wa: terrinla” 

A Washington deepatch to the Boston Daily Advertiser s&ye:— 
“The audience in the thes re heard the shos, bu: supposing it 
to be fired iu the regular ocurse of the play. did not heed it till 
Aire. Linooln’s ecreams drew attention. The whole affair, inolud- 
Ing the escapa of the asasin, coupied scarcely a moment. The 
aseassin is about thirty yrars o! age. five feet nine inches high, 
sparely built, of light complexion, aed of a genteel sppraranoe. He 
entered the box which is known as the state box —beiog the upper 
box on the right hand side—from the dress circle ia the re, шаг 
manner. Whe he emerged from the box after the deed he was 
followed aoross the stage by a gentleman who sprang out from an 
orohestra chair. He rushed throagh the side door into an alley, 
thevoe to the avenue, snd mounted a dark bay horse, whion he 
»uvareotly received from the hand of ап acoomplics, dashed np to 
F Btreet, and th«noe toward the baok pert of the city The escapo 
was во sudden that he effectua!ly eluded pursuit. During the night 
cavalry and jofantry scoured the oity in every direction for tho 
e: usina, and the people were almost mad with excitement. 

" At midnight the Osbinet, with Messrs Samoer, Oolfax, and 
Ferasvorth; Jadge Oartice, Governor Ogeleby, Gs eral Meigs, 
Oolonel Hıy, a ^ а fes personal friends, with Surgeon-General 
Barnes, ani hi- immediate assistants were around his bedside. The 
ir: ove’ wag ia a state of sy noope, totally inesnsible and breathiog 

* ; the blood ooz d from the wound at the back of the head 
‘ihe surgeons exhausted every possible effort of medical skill, but 
all hop» was gone. The parting of his family with the dying 
President is too ead for description. 

"When the excitement at the thestre waa at its wildest height, 
reports wre ciroula'ed that Beoretery Seward had also be-n assas- 
sinsied. Oa reaching this gontiemen's residence, a crowd and a 
military guy d ware found at the door, and on entering it was also 
ascertained that the reports were based on truth Everybody there 
was go excited that scarcely an intelligibla word could be ge'hered; 
but the fa ха рсе substantially as follows :— About ten o'clock a maa 
rang the bell, and tbe call having been answered by a coloured @т- 
vent, he stid ho had come from Dr. Verdi, Secretary 86 è 
family physioien, with a presoription, at the same tima h iig fo 
his hand æ smali piece of paper, and saying, in answer to a réfatál, 
that he mue: gee the secretary, as ho was entrusted with particalar 
directions coocerning the medicine. Не still insisted on going ар, 
although repeatedly informed that no one could enter the chamber. 
The man then pusbed the servant aside, and walked hosvily to- 
wards the secre‘ary’s room, and was then met by Mr. Frederick 
Beward, of whom he demanded to see the secretary makiog the 
same representations which he did tothe servant. What further 
pred in the way of colicq1y is not known, but the men etrack 
him cn the head with & ‘billy,’ eeverely injariog tne skall, end 
felled him almost semsoless. ‘Tho assaesin then ru-hed into thé 
chember and attacked Major Seward, paymaster United бй 
army, and Mr. dansell, a messenger of the Biate department 
two male narcos, disabling them all He then rushed upon tire 
georelary, who was lyieg in bed in the same room, and inflicted 
threo stabs, from whioh he bled profasely. The &«sassin then 
rusted down stairs, mountel his horse at the door, and rode cff 
before any alarm could be sounded, and in tho same manner as the 
assasin of tho President. 

"A despatch of the 15th says the excitement throughout 
Warhivgton is intense, and the proceedings of last night 
are the ovly theme of conversa Ёё assassin of tho Presi- 
deut lof tenind him а hat and spur.

THE LAST MOMENTS OF PRESIDENT LINCOLN. 

A letter from Mr. Maunsell B. Field gives the following particu- 
lars of the last moments of President Lincoln :— 

“I proceeded at onos to the room in which the President was 
15106, which was a bedroom in an extension, on the first or parloor 
floor of the house. The room is smell, and is ornemented with 
prints—a very familiar one of Landseer's, a white horse, being pro- 
minent direotly over the bed. The bed wasa double one. and I 
found the President lying diagonally across it. with his head at the 
outside. The pillows were saturated with blood, and there was 
considerable blood upon the floor immediately under him. There 
was & patohwork coverlet thrown over the President, which was 
only so far removed, from time to time, as to enable the physicians 
in attendance to feel the arteries of the née or the heart, and he 
m cargar have been divested of all clothing. His eyes were 

oged and injected with blood, both the lids and the portion sur- 
rounding the eyes being as black as if they had been braised by 
violence He was brestbiég ёбй, bus wirt offort, aod did not 
seem to be struggling or suffsring. Toe persons prrsent in the 
room were the Seoretary of War. the Becretary of the Navy, the

Beveral times the interval was so lonz 
that we though: him dead, and the surgeon ap,lied his finger te 
the pulse, evidently to asosrteia if such was the fact Bat it was 
not till twenty-two miau:ee past saven o'olock in ths morning that 
the flame flickered out. There was no apparent suffering, no oon- 
valeive acti ^n. no rattling of the throat, none of the ordinary pre- 
monitory symptoms of death. Death in this oaee wes a mere с-88®- 
tion of Orestniog. Тае fao; һай not b-en escertained one minu e 
when Dr. Gurley offered up a prayer. Che few persons in the room 
were all profoundly affected. Che President's ey-s after death 
were not, particular y the right one, entirely closed. I closed them 
myself wich my üogers, айй one oí the surgeons brought pennies 
and placed thom on the eyes, and subsequently substitaced for them 
siiver half dollars. 1а в very short time the jaw commenced 
slightly falling. although the body was atill warm. I called atten- 
tion to this, and fd i& immediately tied up with a pocket handker- | 
chief. The ер оп fmme@ictely alter death was purely neg ive, 
but in fifteen exfadtes {hard cam · over the mouth, nostrile, aud chin 
a ewile that seemed almost én «flv tof life I had never seoù upon 
the President's face am expression more genial and pleasing. Phe 
boty grew oold very gradually, and I left té rcom before it bad en- 
tir-ly atiffened. Ourtsios bad сееп previously drawn down by the 
Seoretary of War. Immediately after tho decease a mesting wad 
held of the members of the Oabinet present in the back parlour, 
adjacent to the room fa which the President died, to whioh meeting 
u“ course, Wes not admit ed. About fifteen minutes before the 
Mrs. Lincoln osme into the room, aud thre herself upon 
her dying hasbands body. She was allowed to remain there only 
afew minutes, when sho was removed in a sobbing condition, in 
which, indeed, she hed been duriag all the time abe wee present.

PRESIDENT LINOOLNS SUOOESSOR. 

Anprew Jowmsow, $ United 8'ates' senator from Tennessee, wag 
born in Raleigh, North Osrolioa December 29 1808 When he 
was four years of age he lost hie father, who died from the effect of 
exertions to save a friend from drowniog. At tbe age of ten he 
was approntioed to а tailor in his native city, with whom he served 
seven years. His mother was unable to afford him any educational 
advantages, and he never attended school a day in his life. While 
learning his trade. however, he resolved to make an effort to 
educate himself. His anxiety to be able to read was perticularly 
excited by an incident which is worthy of mention. A gentlemen 
of Raleigh was in the habit of going into the tailor's shop and read- 
ing while the spprentioe and journeymen were at work. He was 
sn excellent reader, and bis favourite book was a volume of 
speeches, prinoiyslly of Вее statesmen. Johnson became in- 
terested, and his first ambition #8 {б eqdal him as a reader, and 
bsorme familiar wich those speeches. Te tock up the alphabet 
without ao instructor, bat by applying to the jrarneymen with whom 
he worked he ob ained a little assistance Having а q tired a know- 
Jed ue of the letters, he applied for a loan of the book which he had so 
often heard read  Theowrer made him a present of it, and gave 
bin some instruotioa on the use of letters in the formation of 
wo-'s. Thus. bis first exercises in spelling were in that book. 
By porseverance he soon learned to read, and the hour whiok 
he devoted to his education wer» at night after he was through his 
daily la our upon the shopboard He now applied himself to booke 
from two to three hoars every night, after woreing from ten to 
twelve honre at hie trade Having completed bis apprenrioeship 
iu the autumn of 1824, he went to Laurens Courthouse, Souta Caro- 
lina, wüere he worked as в j»urneymen for nearly two years. 
While there he beosme eogsged to be married, but the match was 
broken off by tha violeat «pporition of the girl's mother and friend:

prouniars means. In May, 1826, ho returned to Raleigh, where he 
prosured journey-work, aud remained until September. He then 
set out to seek his fortune ia the West, carrying with him bis 
mother, who was dependent upon him for support. Не s'opped at 
Greenville, Tennessee, avd commenced work as a journeyman. Ho 
remsined there about twelve months, married, and soon after went 
still farther westward, but falliog to fiad a suitable place to settle 
he returned to Greenville and commenced business Up to this 
time his education was limited to resding, as he had never had an 
opportunity of learning to write or сїрһег. but under the 
iosuuotione of hie wife he learned these and other branches. 
The on'y time, however, he could devote to them was in 
һе wd d of the night The first office which he ever 
held wes that of uiderman of the village, to which he 
was elected in 1828 He was re-elected to the same 
position їп 1829, sud egain in 1880 In thet year he was 
obosen mavor, which position he beld tor three years. In 1835 he 
was elected by the Legislature Im the session of tha: year he took 
decided ground against a совее of internal Improvements, whiok 
he contendéd wouli not only prove a failure, bat enteil upon the 
Btate & burdensome debt he measure wes popular, however, and 
at the nex: eleoton (1837) he was defeated. e beo«me в cendi- 
date again in 1839 By this time many of the evils he had predicted 
were fully demoustr&ted, and he was elected by a large majority. 
In 1840 he served as Presidential elector for the State at large on 
the Democratic ticket He canvassed a large portion of the Siste, 
meeting upon the stumd Several of the kadine Whig orators. In 
1841 he was elected to the Веќе Senate In 1843 he was electe! to 
Congress, where, by successive elections, he served until 1853. 
Darivg thia period of service he was conspicuous and active in ad- 
voostirg tne Bill for refanding the fine imposed upon General 
Jackson, nt New Orleans ia 1815, the &nnezation of Texas, the 
tariff of 1846, the war mes«nres of Mr Polk's Admioistration, and 
a homeg'ead Bill. In 1853 he was «Jected governor of Tennessee 
after an exciting canvaes H: was re-elected in 1855 alter another 
active contest, At the expiration of his second period as governor, 
in 1857, he ws el«ct-d United States’ senator for a fuli term, end- 
iug March 3, 1863 — Ripley and Dana's Cyclopedia.

Johnson appofátéd the ocromony to take place at his rooms 
at the Kirkwood House, at ten o'cioox of the same morning, and 
the Hon. Selmon P. Obase, Ohief Justice of tre Supreme Ovart of 
tue United States, was dericed to b» in altsndancy to »dminister 
the oath. 

After the presentation of the abava lot'er, the Ohief Justice 
administered the following os'h to Me. Jobusoa : —'' do solemnly 
ever that I will faithfuliy execass the office of Président of the 
United States, and will, to the best of ing ability, preserve, protect, 
and defend the constitution of th» Uatied States.”

Os Monday morning a psipful feeling of regret agitated the 
whole of the officials of the Board of Trade, on assembling 
at Whitehall, when the melancholy news of the suicide of Vice- 
Admiral Fitzroy, the chief of the metecrological division of that 
department of the Government, became known. He cut his 
ibroat at his residence, Lyndburet House, Norwood, on Bunday 
morning.
